STRIKE SITUATION 
GROWS THREATENING 


“Breakers” Put to Work to End the 
Tie-Up of the Delivering Com- 
panies—Idlers Locked

OMAHA, Neb., May 11.—The strike sit- 
uation in Omaha was further complicated 
this morning by the closing down of 18 
of the largest laundries in the city, and 
the locking out of 500 laundry workers. 
This action was taken by the latmdrymen 
after an extended conference last night 
and the reception by them of a request 
from the Laundry Workers’ Union that 
they do not attempt work for hotels, res- 
taurants and other places which have been 
declared ‘‘unfair.”’ 

There was a meeting of the Laundry 
Workers’ Union which was attended by 
nearly every member of the local lodge. 


With them met representatives of the 
unions who are on strike and urged the 
laundry workers to demand that the laun- 
dries refuse work offered by certain hotels 
and restaurants.

NEW YORK, May 11.—The Gorham Man-

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THE MAYOR’S APPOINTMENTS 


The canfirmation of the most important of the mayor’s ap- 
pointments is a triumph of good government and an assurance 
that the spoilamen cannot “run” the administration. 

The position of fire chief is one which should be especially 
guarded against political influence. There may be firefmen as 
competent as Mr. Swingley, but the principles of the merit sys- 
tem were adopted in reappointing him. He had proyed by long 
service that he was competent. This, was reason enough for 
retaining him at the head of the department. 

The appointment of Mr. Adkins was along the same lines. A 
faithful and competent public servant in a subordinate position 
he was promoted without regard to politics. The same clear 
purpose to keep the municipal business free from the malign 
influence of the machine is seen in the appointment of Dr. 
Runge and Mr. Varrelman. They cannot be depended upon for 
political work, but there is no question that they will perform 
the duties of thelr position.. 

In holding firm to the merit system in the fire, street and water 
departments, where the pressure for spoils was tremendous, the 
mayor proved his firmness and moral courage, and performed 
a valuable service to the city. 

The mayor has announced his policy by these appointments. 
Good government and progrese are to be the principles of this 
policy if the same courage and intelligence are exercised during 
the remainder of his term. In pursuing such a policy Mr. Wells 
can be assured of the support of all good citizens. And with 
such backing he can afford to turn a deaf ear to the politicians.

SPECULATION CHECKED 
BY COMING CROP REPORT 


Foreign¢Information Not Bullish—Too 
Much Rain for Corn Planting— 
Little Done in Oats.

The fact that the government May re- 
port would be igsu this afternoon not 
alone restricted speculative operations in 
wheat, but, in conjunction with favorable 
Weather for the winter wheat crop and 
some mapreves reports on that crop, caused 
& weakéning in price There “was not 
enough seliing, however, to bring about 
much of a decline, especially as there was 
steady buying by people who are believers 
in serious damage to the crop of this coun- 
try. The cables did not bring enough en- 
couragi news to create a buying desire, 
Paris and Berlin reporting higher markets 
and cold wet weather in France, and these 
may bring about bullish foreign conditions 
and buying which are badly needed now 
by the bull contingent nm America. Weath- 
er conditions, while favorable for wheat, 
was not so for corn planting, though help- 
ful to bring along the corn and oat crops 
that are in the ground and need weather 
that will overcome their late and gener- 
ally poor conilition. 

WHEAT—A stronger desire to sell was 
notable at the opening, the offerings com- 
ing much freer both from country houses 
and local professionals, causing something 
of a decline. The offerings were well ta- 
ken by buliishly inclined traders and after 
the early selling pressure over the market 
Steadied. July opened \%c lower at 68%c, 
Bold at 68\c, back to 68%c and offered at 
6868%c, then recovering to 68\%c. Septem- 
ber sold %c lower at 67%. was offered at 
674% @67% and later 67% @s74c bid. 

Continued favorable weather, with mod- 
erate temperatures and rains, through the 
sections from whence have come the ma- 
jority of crop complaints, and reports of 
an improvement in the appearance of the 
Plant and prospects for a bearish govern- 
ment report this afternoon, were the prin- 
cipal selling incentives.
